In making the recommendation 
for delay, DOD officials were bow- 
ing, at least temporarily, to the 
unusually vocal protests of small 
or independent movers who ex- 


pressed fears of being driven out 
of business. 


Dr. Germane apparently hoped 
the delay would give time to pacify 
the “small” movers. 


He earlier had reported at the 
Pentagon meeting that nearly one- 
third of military families surveyed 
reported that they had received 
“flat-out unsatisfactory” service 
from transfer firms in moving their 
household goods. 


However, a spokesman for Sen. 
Sam Ervin (D., N.C.) who is 
threatening a congressional in- 
vestigation of DOD policies on 
household goods moves, said that 
the legislator’s office has yet to re- 
ceive a single complaint about 
poor service from a soldier at Fort 
Bragg or a Marine at Camp 
Lejeune, both in North Carolina.

The president promised the 
country would maintain its strong 
long-range striking force of bomb- 
ers, missiles and Polaris sub- 
marines, press forward its space ex- 
plorations and continue the “costly 
but necessary” modernization of 
limited war forces. 

But while talking repeatedly of 
foreign affairs, the striving for 
peace and, the need to help unde- 
veloped areas, the president em- 
phasized heavily the need for hold- 
ing down government spending. 

“Restraint in expenditure, con- 
stant reassessment of priorities and 
the maintenance of stable prices” 
are musts, he said. 

It foreshadowed rough sledding 
for any attempts to get costly per- 
sonnel benefits for large groups— 
such as the armed forces. 

The president made it clear the 
armed forces would be kept pre- 
pared for limited war. 

“We reject any attempt to impose 
its (Communism’s) system on us 
or on other peoples by force or sub- 
version.” 

And his speech made ‘it clear 
large groups of servicemen can ex- 
pect to be stationed overseas for 
some time—ready to defend our 
allies, 

“Not for a moment do we forget 
that our own fate is firmly fasten- 
ed to that of these countries,” Ike 
said.

WHILE PREDICTING that 1960 
would be the most prosperous year 
in the country’s history, the presi- 
dent said, “we must fight inflation 
as we would a fire that imperils 
our home.” 

He said the budget for the year 
ending 30 June 1960, would show a

Due to come up for detailed 
hearings this session is the question 
of continuing federal aid to schools 
in areas heavily populated with 
federal personnel. Eisenhower has 
attempted to curtail this program 
for years, without success. 

While expanded aid to educa- 
tion might be blocked by the ad- 
ministration, the wide pressure for 
such aid will probably help insure 
that aid continues in federally im- 
pacted areas. 

The president said the new space 
laws enacted last year were “de- 
ficient in certain particulars” and 
he will submit changes shortly.

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Retirement ‘Bite’ 
Has Failed Before 
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By JOHN J. FORD 


The idea of a contributory retirement system for military personnel 
is not new. 

Rep. Frank Kowalski (D., Conn.), a veteran of, 33 years in the 
Army, says he remembers it being brought up and widely discussed 
at the time the Economy Act of 1932, limiting federal salaries, was 
passed. Kowalski was then a young lieutenant. 

In 1949, when the bill that eventually became the Career Compen- 
sation Act was being comsidered by a House subcommittee, President 
Truman decided he liked a contributory retirement system. Here is 
a letter he wrote to the Secretary of Defense in which he also suggested 
that all military compensation, allowances as well as base pay, should 
be taxable. The letter was read into the subcommittee records on 8 
March 1949, by Adm. William M. Fechteler, then deputy chief of naval 


operations for personnel: i 
THE WHITE HOUSE 
Washington, D.C., March 5, 1949. 

Dear Mr. Secretary: Upon further study of your recommenda- 
tions with respect to career military compensation and the proposed 
pay bill which you have transmitted to me, I find them to be 
generally in accordance with my legislative program. Subject to 
the qualifications stated below, they have my approval. The budget 
which I have submitted to Congress for the fiscal year 1950 includes 
a sum of $400,000,000 for the purpose of adjustments in military 
compensation, including retirement benefits as well as pay and 
allowances. Preliminary studies indicate that the net additional 
cost in 1950 of the proposed legislation in its present form would 
amount to approximately $590,000,000, excluding adjustments on a 
permanent basis of certain family allowances for enlisted personnel 
now in effect under wartime statutes. Some way must be found 
to bring this cost down to meet budget requiremen.s. 

There appear to be two alternatives which would produce a 
substantial reduction in the cost. First, I believe that it would be 
appropriate to place the pay scales on a “gross pay” basis, fully 
taxable, as recommended by the Advisory Commission in their 
report. The additional tax revenue that would result from such a 
modification could, I think, in this imstance be considered as an 
offset which would reduce the gross cost of the bill. 

Second, I believe that it would be appropriate to put the pro- 
posed retirement system on a 6 percent contributory basis, similer 
to the system now in effect for classified employees. Such a step 
should be coupled, however, with a modification of the retirement 
system to provide survivor benefits for personnel of the uniformed 
forces. The amounts of the various benefits should be adjusted so 
as not to absorb completely the revenue to be received from 
contributions. 


When you present these alternatives to the Congress please 
make it clear that I also favor the inclusion of savings provisions 
which will prevent any reduction in compensation received by 


persons in the uniformed forces prior to expiration of the income 
tax exemption on January 1, 1949. 

It is my understanding that hearings on the military pay 
adjustment bill (H.R. 2553) are scheduled to. resume on March 8 
before a subcommittee of the House Armed Services Committee. 

I shall appreciate it if you will present to the committee the views 
expressed in this letter and also such detailed amendments to H. R. 
2553 as you and the Director of the Bureau of the Budget agree 
upon during the course of usual clearances of the bill with other 
interested agencies. 
Very sincerely yours, 
Harry Truman. 

Rep. Paul Kilday (D., Tex.), the chairman of the subcommittee, 
quickly pointed out that considering all military pay and allowances 
as gross income for tax purposes would mean it would also be con- 
sidered as the basis for retired pay computation, which would mean an 
increase in retirement costs. 

There is a suspicion that President Truman’s proposal may have 
been influenced, as such proposals may well be influenced in the future, 
by the minions of the Budget Bureau. They may have noticed that they 
contribute six percent for their retirement while military men get a

WASHINGTON — A probe of 
the Administration’s handling of 
the Gl-insurance trust funds, of 
interest to some 64 million GI 
policyholders, will be launched 2 
February by the House Veterans 
Affairs committee. 

Committee chairman Rep. Olin 
E. Teague (D., Tex.) said he was 
acting because responsible officials 
have “failed to discharge their ob- 
ligation and are investing the vet- 
erans’ life insurance trust funds 
at interest rates below the current 
market.” 

Teague ' criticized Veterans Ad- 
ministrator Sumner G. Whittier 
and Treasury Secretary Robert B. 
Anderson for investing the VA in- 
surance fund money at three and 
3% percent when other govern- 
ment securities were being offered 
at five percent. 

This, he said, was unfair to the 
veteran. A one-percent increase in

Pioneer tools were again brought 
into use when it was discovered 
a hydraulic jack placed at the rear 
jack point needed a solid base 
| to prevent it from sinking into the 
| mud and coral. 
| Although provided with shark 
| chaser chemicals by the Navy, 
crewmen of the downed helicopter 
land the rescue team were a bit 
| uneasy throughout the operation. 
| Waters surrounding the area are 
thickly infested with sharks which 
can be easily seen from a low-fly- 
ing helicopter. 

Mosquitos, which seemed gigan- 
| tic in size and bite, also plagued the 
| operation. 

The quick change assembly,

The pilot immediately headed for 
the only solid ground between his 
position and base, a tiny sand bar 
known as Sand Key. 

The Navy airmen, also having 
a polite respect for sharks, were 
jubilant over reaching the safety 
of the tiny sand bar following a 
autorotation as 
HSS-1’s engine failed completely 
just short of the islet. 

The jubilation began to wear 
off, however, as the crew began 
to wonder what they were going 
to do with a sick Navy helicopter 
10 miles out to sea. 

Sand Key is represented on 
aviation charts by a small dot 
which in turn represents land 
area so small that a small, un 
manned lighthouse takes up one- 
third of the available area. 

The Navy men, having heard of 
the merits of the- Army’s H-37 pro- 
claimed by the rescue team using 
Key West Naval Air Station as its 
base, put in a call to ask if the 
Army craft could make the evacu- 
ation.

The HSS-1 was defueled, sonar 
gear and the main and tail rotor 
blades remeved and a 65-pound 
tool box placed in the rear of the 
fuselage for balance. 


A sling was installed on the 
main rotor head and the H-37 ar- 
rived to hover Over the 7900 pound 
load and attach the sling. 

The H-37 picked up the downed 
chopper with ease, and under per- 
fect weather condition, headed for 
base. The crippled craft stream- 
lined perfectly and the trip to base 
was what crewmen might term

ORLANDO, Fla. — The De- 
partment of Defense said this 
week that a series of cold 
weather trials of the Lacrosse 
guided missile system will be 
carried out by a joint American- 
Canadian team at Fort Church- 
hill, Manitoba, Canada, during 
January and February. 

Lacrosse is the Army’s new- 
est operational surface-to-sur- 
face missile. 

The Defense Department said 
the tests are designed to demon- 
strate the field operations of La- 
crosse under arctic conditions. 
Although the weapon is capable 
of delivering both conventional 
and nuclear warheads, the an- 
nouncement said no atomie war- 
heads will be fired in Canada.

THOMPSON'S PROPOSAL would 
amend section 106 of title 38, 
United States Code, as follows: 

“(C) Where an individual has 
been discharged or released from 
a peried of active duty, he shall be 
deemed to have contintied on active 
duty during the period of time im- 
mediately following the date of 
such discharge or release from 
such determined by the Secretary 
concerned to have been required 
for him to proceed to his home by 
the most direct route, and in any 
event, until midnight of the date of 
such discharge or release.” 

The discrepancy in the present 
law was brought to Thompson’s at- 
tention by a War II constituent 
who was “seriously” injured in a 
bus crash shortly after discharge 
at a California military post. 

His injury required extensive 
hospitalization which the veteran 
had to pay from his own pocket. 
Thompson noted that if he was 
covered under present law, his en- 
tire medical bill would have been 
borne by VA.

The Defense Department’s announced in- 
tention to “change the rules” governing move- 
ment of service household goods came under 
sharp attack this week. And no wonder: at 
stake is a payroll variously estimated to be 
$70 million to nearly $200 million a year. Ad- 
ditionally, scores of small trucking firms are 
certain they will “go under” with the loss of 
government contracts. 

That’s why an open meeting called by De- 
fense officials at the Pentagon this week was 
jammed with members of “The Movers Com- 
mittee” (For Equitable Distribution of Gov- 
ernment Traffic), all protesting any change in 
policy. The committee was formed by the in- 
dependent “small movers,” who have also en- 
listed the aid of a number of Congressmen. 
— of the latter have demanded that the 

efense Department rescind the directive 
which started the controversy and was 
scheduled to go into effect on 8 March. Gay- 
ton E. Germane, Defense’s Director of Trans- 
portation Policy, say’s he’ll recommend the 
effective date of the directive on transporta- 
tion be delayed until 1 July.- Others have 
threatened full-scale investigations. On 
hand, too, to uphold the Defense people in 
their stand were spokesmen for four organ- 
izations representing other movers who be- 
lieve that the new system would provide 
economies and better service. 

How it all came out is detailed in our front 
page story this week. 

In previous weeks, Army Times has re- 
poe the events leading up to the argument. 

3riefly, the nub of the controversy is this: 

@ Small movers wish to keep the system 
of allotting contracts for the shipment of 
service members’ household goods which has 
been in effect for years. It is based on a rota- 
tion system by which each eligible mover 
regularly comes to the head of the list and is 
entitled to the next moving job without re- 
gard to the member’s wishes. 

@ Large movers favor the new Defense 
plan, which would allow service members to 
veto the use of the company assigned them 
by a transportation officer, if they had had 
bad service from that company in the past. 

What concerns Army Times in all this is 
the fact that, while nearly every brother and 
his sister in business or politics is taking 
sides in the argument, an odd silence has pre- 
vailed within the military ranks. 

Yet the whole matter revolves around the 
service family’s property and, ultimately, its 
pocketbook. 

It occurs to us that readers have not 
one deeply enough into the subject to realize 
ts full potential for them. If so, we urge them 

to read the stories in Army Times and else- 
where. It may also be that no effective way 
has been provided readers wishing to record 
their sentiments. In that case, the coupon be- 
low may be a convenience.

If I were the deputy chief of staff for 
personnel, U.S. Army, I would set objec- 
tives for my Indians, as follows: 





Officer Promotion 


I would ask for one promotion list. to 
be published each year. That list would 
include all officers to be promoted during 
the next 12 months. In addition, the list 
would be broken down so that each officer 
would know in what month he could expect 
his promotion. As it stands now, inclusion 
on a list means to an officer that he will 
be promoted sometime within the next 
two years. 

I would allow some margin for error— 
but not much. 


I would insist that a paper be promul- 
gated that clearly announced the criteria 
for accelerated promotion. It would set 
the standard that must be reached, would 
allow each officer to determine how he 
stood in the promotion line. 

Of course, all officers know vaguely the 
path leading to “stars”, but it should be 
defined officially. For example: the OEI 
score that serves as a cutoff to establish 
the initial review of eligibles should be 
known to all. The required school per- 
formances, if applicable; the~ individual 
assignments required and the rating at- 
tached thereto—all this information should 
be made a matter of record. 


Schooling 


At any regularly specified time, I would 
insist that a consolidated list of all service 
school selections be announced. Thus, hy- 
pothetically, everyone going to school dur-

ing 1961 would know when and where, as 
the school selection is published in Octo- 
ber 1960. 

This should be the~easiest of all; we 
know the number of vacancies, we can 
readily determine. eligibles; ergo, a con- 
solidated, one-time, annual school circular, 


Information 


I would direct my career management 
people to put out more information—unso- 
licited. 

Annually, each officer should get a “re- 
port card” that tells him his OEFI, his 
comparative standings ameng contempor- 
aries and a suggested future assignment 
that he should indicate on his preference 
card if he is professionally ambitious. 


I realize that this may require personnel 
augmentation in the career management 
branches, but this would be worthwhile. 
The primary objective is for career man- 
agement not to manage each officer’s ca- 
reer, but to provide him the information 
that he needs so that he can manage his 
own,

Assignments 

Assignments are being received well in 
advance and this situation appears under 
control. Nevertheless there are enough 
malpractices so that a standing order

Future Pay Loss 
Is ‘Heralded’ 


FORT HOOD, Tex.: Representa- 
tive Kilday’s revelation that a con- 
tributory- system for retirement 
from the services is inevitable will 
certainly gladden the hearts of 
900,000 soldiers.

Before going into ecstacy, how- 
ever, there are several questions 
that need ‘answering: First, why 
the sudden need of a “specific” con- 
tract? Thousands of men have 
asked for, and received, retire- 
ment merely by asking for it at the 
end of 20 or more.years service. 
Is the representative suggesting 
that Departmnt of Defense can no 
longer be expected to live up to 
its implied contract?

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The Officer Rating 


(Second article in a series) 


r THE MOST extreme suggestion made about effi- 


ciency and the efficiency rating sys- 
tem is that it be abolished. Except for short 
periqds, the Army didn’t have or need an efficiency 
report system from its beginning until about 1890. 

If the Army were small enough so that its 
career officers could develop “professional repu- 
tations” .impressive enough to * as 
permit promotion and assign- 
ment acceptable to the rest of the 
officer corps, there would be no # 
need for the report system. But ~ 
the Army hasn’t been that small 
for 70 years. 

The Army’s staff agencies in- 
sist that a method be available for 
putting the entire officer corps on 
a merit list. So long as this re- j 
quirement exists, some sort of 
numerical rating system must 
exist. * 

Opponents of the present system who grudging- 
ly accept this then object that the present system 
is too subjective. It requires that one man sit in 
judgment on another. And his judgment is too 
often affected by personalities. 

The mark of a successful officer should be, 
among other things, his ability to get along with 
others — particularly his superiors, it seems in the 
present system. ' 

In the search for objectivity, what method is 
to be used to make an objective measure? . 

One suggestion is to use perfo-mance. _Among 
commanders of infantry companies, the man whose 
company performs best is obviously the best com- 
pany commander and should be so rated. 

From 1907 to 1910, this system was tried as a 
supplement to the personal report then being used. 
It was dropped. Objection to using a perform- 
ance rating System is that it does not reflect the 
resources that an officer is given to do his assigned 
job. 

Would it be fair, for example, to pick between 
the commander of a STRAC airborne unit and the 
commander of a similar unit in Korea, half of 
whose men are Koreans? Can you compare a head- 
quarters staff section with a staff section perform- 
ing a similar function at another .~headquarters, 
when the first staff section is operating “under the 
gun” in an overseas command while the second is 
mainly concerned with Reserve training? 

Units receive men, supplies, equipment and 
weapons on the basis of their missions’ priority.

LET’S LOOK further for obpectivity. The 
“longhairs” have some very good objective tests. 
The results equate closely with the performance of 
the individuals tested. But,to those who take 
them, these tests don’t seem to have much relation 
to command or staff duty. They are real tests, not 
reports. 

But why not use them, if they are so good? 

They aren’t acceptable. And this has been es- 
tablished as a major requirement in any rating sys- 
tem. {t must be acceptable to those who will be 
affected by it. In practice, this may mean that it 
must be acceptable to those in high places. But 
those in high places are remarkably sensitive to 
the reaction of the majority of officers, at least in 
the area of efficiency ratings. 

There is, for example, the area of so-called 
“forced choice.” 

This requires that a rater list in order of merit 
the officers whom he has rated. Thus if one must 
rate 20 officers, he must say that one is best, one 
is worst, and rate the others in between from one 
to 20. 

Reaction to forced choice is almost uniformly 
against it. 

Raters don’t like to be pinned down. It’s all 
very well to make out 20 reports. But if you must 
assure that each of these reports reflects the posi- 
tion to which you must assign each man in a forced 
choice merit list, then the reports must be more 
accurate than most raters want to make them.

IN ADDITION, such a report can “hurt” if it 
is too accurate. Even if the rater doesn’t show 
the individual his report, that individual has the 
right to see it. The rater doesn’t want to have to 
justify his judgment that the individual only 
ranked 15th on a list of 20. 

What of units like a STRAC outfit, as compared, 
let’s say, to a training unit? It’s entirely possible 
that, in a company, all the lieutenants in the 
STRAC outfit are better than all the lieutenants in 
the training unit. Yet in a forced choice, the 
STRAC company commander must give a fifth 
place to a good officer while in the training unit, 
the commany commander must give a first place 
to a poor officer. 

How does one handle this situation in making 
up an Army-wide merit list? Next week, a sug- 
gestion.

What Russians Plan to Do 


GERMAN newspaper I have just received car- 

ries an article about Russian space plans for 
the new year. It purports to be a condensed trans- 
lation of an afticle which appeared in a Russian 
newspaper (unnamed), 


Though the.original paper is not named, an 
omission which creates a normal amount of doubt, 
the authors of the article are , ee 
named. They are Professor Fed- 
orov, who is known to have been 
in charge of the programs of 
Sputnik No. 1 and Sputnik No. 
2; and Professor Blagonravov, 
who, when a student of engineer- & 
ing back in 1932, built the first 
Russian liquid fuel rocket. 

The predictions in the article 
run as follows: Early in 1960 the 
Russians want to send a manned 
satellite into an orbit around the 
earth. The satellite is supposed

to carry two men with provisions for two weeks, 
the time it is supposed to stay in orbit. 


Now two men will weigh, including their .cloth- 


ing about 400 pounds. Ifyou make the generous 
allowance of 20 pounds for food, drink and oxygen 
per man per day the necessary provisions for two 
men for two weeks would weigh 560 pounds. Let’s 
say 600 pounds so that the weight of the capsule 
would be 1000 pounds. If the capsule is assumed 
to weigh twice as much as its contents the total 
weight to be put into orbit would be 3000 pounds. 
This is certainly within the payload carrying cap- 
acity of the large Russian rockets.-

THE PROBLEM here is not so much the going 
into orbit but the safe return into the atmosphere. 
Our own experiments with capsules ejected from 
orbiting satellites have never been completely suc- 
cessful. In one case the capsule was ejected some 
4000 miles from where it should have been ejected. 
In two others the radio equipment in the capsule 
somehow failed so that the capsule could not be 
tracked and was lost. But our own astronauts have 
pointed out that such minor failures become major 
failures only because there was nobody. on board. 
If a man had been aboard, they said, all these fail- 
ures would probably have been successes. 

It is quite possible that the Russian experiment 


will succeed just because it will be a manned cap- 
sule, with somebody aboard who can adjust and 
repair equipment. 

At any event the next step is supposed to be a 
manned flight which is to repeat what Russia’s 
Cosmic Rocket No. 3 has dene, namely go around 
the moon and then into a long orbit around the 
earth. The version of the Russian article 
stresses that this trip -will be considered a suicide 
mission and that the people aboard will pay with 
their lives fer the honor te be the first to see the 
far side of the moon. 


There can be no doubt that this trip will be 
risky indeed. But while any volunteer — the 
article says that 200 volunteers have received train- 
ing — would have to keep in mind that he is likely 
to lose his life it is by no means certain that he 
will. There is a ¢hance, though not a good one, 
that the round-the-moon capsule may make re- 
entry.

THESE TWO predictions, two weeks in an orbit 
around the earth and a flight around the moon, are 
the main items for the year 1960. Of course. the 
Russians will indubitably do other things too. Some 
of our own scientists believe that ‘the Russians will 
try for a manned shot more or less straight into 
space for 1000 miles or so. Such a shot would be 
quite simple in performance and could be done 
without very complicated equipment. But a near- 
verticle re-entry would pose considerable danger to 
the man inside. . 


The article quoted by the German paper then 
goes on to predict that for early 1961 the Rus- 
sians are planning unmanned shots to both neigh- 
boring planets, Mars and Venus. This is a predic- 
tion that can be believed without the least hesita- 
tion for in the very early part of 1961 the positions 
of these two planets will be such that unmanned 
shots to them become possible. 

For the farther future it is then predicted that 
manned eXpeditions to Mars and to Venus. will be 
All this is obvious, especially if’ no 
specific dates are mentioned. What is new in this 
story is that the Russians feel ready for orbital and 
round-the-moon flights with manned capsules and 
ships. 

All we can do, unfortunately, is to wait and see 
whether they actually can do it.

WASHINGTON — The United 
States Army, Europe, during 1960 
is almost certainly going to remain 
“as is.” 

Pentagon officials revealed last 
week that the 1960 fiscal year 
budget for U.S. defenses around 
the world includes a “stand-fast”’ 
item for the Army on the European 
side of the Atlantic. 

The present more-than-200,000- 
man strength of the Army in 
Europe is slated to remain constant 
despite the fact that the West Ger- 
man army is scheduled to increase 
from about eight to 12 divisions.

THE ESTIMATED four German 
divisions to be added to the NATO 
contingent will be stationed in 
what is commonly referred to as 
the British Zone of West Germany. 
All four of the headquarters will 
be in the Ruhr complex stretched 
between Coblenz, Essen and Dus- 
seldorf. 

There has been increasing be- 
lief that the addition of the Ger- 
man divisions will mean that the 
United States will trim strength in 
Germany. 

Basic reason behind the specula- 
tion was the thought that adequate 
housing facilities do not exist for 
the addition of military units with- 
in what is now West Germany.

OBSERVERS have frequently 
said that the build-up of West Ger- 
man forces would result in a gen- 
eral re-shuffling of U.S. Army units 
in the country. 

The switch in locations was sup- 
posedly going to compress Amer- 
ican divisions and regimental com- 
bat teams into an area generally 
extending from Fulda in the north 
to Nuernberg in the South. 

The area between Nuernberg and 
the Swiss-Austrian border was sup- 
posedly going to be turned over to 
the new West German military 
establishment. Thus, the Germans 
would assume primary responsi- 
bility for a basic defense responsi- 
bility of their own nation in the 
NATO defense shield.

rated early either “voluntarily or 
as a result of his own misconduct.” 

It works like this: An enlisted 
man serves one hitch, reenlists 
and collects a reup bonus for a new 
six year enlistment. After four 
years, however, he gets into trouble 
and is discharged for misconduct. 
The service figures it got only 
four of the six years service it paid 
for. It recoups the other two (one 
third ef his original bonus). . 

The same rule applies if the en- 
listed man is released voluntarily. 
But, if the service forces him out 
against his will and yet without 
any charge of misconduct, he can 
keep the full bonus. Theory is that 
he accepted it in good faith, intend- 
ing to serve six years and it isn’t 
his fault he only put in four.

THE “VOLUNTARY” PART of 
the rule seems to be the one caus- 
ing the current troubles. The Comp- 
troller says it is reasonably clear 
that Congress didn’t intend it 
should “be given a strict or in- 
flexible meaning.”

AN OPPOSITE CASE was also 
cited.

Their discharges were upgraded 
from undesirable to general al- 
though they were not exonerated 
of the charges. 

The Comptroller ruled that they 
still should be required to pay back 
their unearned bonus, although he 
said he understands an Army JAG 
decision was contrary to his. The 
fact that the type of discharge was 
later changed, said the Comptroller, 
does not change the fact that the 
discharge was originally for mis- 
conduct and within the soldier’s 
control. 


Two airmen were involved with 
a similar case. Both were checked 
out for unsuitability. Both pro- 
tested recoupment on the grounds 
that their discharges were under 
honorable conditions (General). 
Again, the Comptroller said, the 
type of discharge didn’t change 
the fact that they were released 
for misconduct.

policy on the criteria for peacetime 
awards.” 

Currently, a commendation ribbon is 
verboten in some places for field grade offi- 
cers; in others it is almost standing oper- 
ating procedure. 

How about different awards for EM and 
officers? The certificates of merit, appreci- 
ation, etc., mean one thing in one area and 
another in some other area. If any award 
is to be meaningful the criteria must be 
firm, established and publicized. 


Leave Policy 


Leave policy would become an Army- 
wide matter. I would insist that an officer 
be forced to take his 30 days leave each 
year. (We have too many young colonels 
becoming peacetime casualties.) Where 
this leave cannot be taken because of the 
exigencies of the service, provision would 
be made to compensate the officer finan- 
cially. Thus no one “loses” leave; if they 
can’t take it, they are paid for it. 

In order that the individual does not 
trade leave time for money, this abstinence 
from leave must: be carefully verified as 
not being a matter of choice. When a gen- 
eral officer must sign a statement that this 


officer could not be spared to take his-au- 
thorized leave and therefore should be 
paid accordingly—we will see many fewer 
“leave-losers.” 


Physical Standards 


The appearance of our officers and men 
would next come under my stern gaze. 
Every once in a while, we read of com- 
manding officers who are getting tough 
with their “fat boys” and causing reducing 
programs locally. 

I would push to get a physical fitness pro- 
gram started and an Army-wide standard 
on obesity. When a man reached propor- 
tions wherein his appearance was a shame 
on all of us, he would reduce, trim down— 
or get out of the Army. 


After-Hours Study 


A great deal has been made of educa- 
tional standards and qualifications. I ques- 
tion the value of officers working for a 
degree at night. I would like a study to 
determine, in particular, whether the in- 
dividual enduring European history. after 
duty hours, makes a better soldier than 
one who can devote all his mental and 
physical energies to his daily tasks. 

It is my impression that to enhance. the 
officer’s value to the service, perhaps the 


“paper credit” that is the fruit of his labor 
is hardly worth the effort. I merely want 
the matter placed under closer observation. 


Uniforms 


I would examine our field uniforms. In 
USAREUR no one wears unauthorized 
patches on field clothing. Why not a bar on 
all that junk for the rest of the Army? 

A field uniform should be just that. 
Starched and cut-down fatigues and field 
jackets? Blocked field caps? Hogwash. 

On the other hand, I would drive on bet- 
ter fitting for all clothing. I would encour- 
age the wearing of blues to church and 
other functions. I would require mess 
jackets and I would bar the use of a tux- 
edo at any formal function in an officer’s 


‘mess for officers—let them wear the uni- 


form. 
Families 


Turning to the people responsible for 
preparation of documents concerned with 


~ morale, I would begin talking about the 


reception that a newcomer gets when he 
arrives at his new assignment. Although 
the reception is a matter of local directive, 
(and in some cases the directiye is: good) 
I want an Army-wide policy. 

The new family must be greeted prop- 
erly, made comfortable and made to feel 
at home. Furthermore, when a man and 
his immediate responsibilities start: off for 
an assignment, with an Army-wide ‘policy 


in effect, he- will know -what to capect. 


If the Army doesn’t take care of its own, 
nobody else will. 
This is directly connected with. my next 


point. It is quite tiresome to hear apology 
for, instead of adherence to, the estab- 
lished traditions of the service. I want 
official encouragement on the manners of 
military life as our fathers knew them. 

We should not make the courtesy call 
extinct. New Year’s day calls are nice. 
I have only touched on the traditions that 
are slowly dying; you all know others and 
they should be revived. 


Enlisted Morale 


In the last decade, we have played 
musical chairs with stripes and made pro- 
motion policies so obscure that they are 
misunderstood by the great majority. — 

I want the subject of EM morale studied, 
but this time I want it viewed from the 
point that everyone is happier when they 
work for and earn something, than when 
it is handed out with the breakfast cer- 
eals. The thesis is that morale is increased 
when pride in accomplishment exists. 

It may take close coordination wtih G3 
but let’s see if close order drill, barracks 
inspection, physical fitness and other NCO 
business can’t be handed back entirely 
where it belongs—to the NCOs. 

That’s if I were deputy chief of staff, 
personnel, U.S. Army. 

(The writer has not penned this as any 
criticism of current administration. For 
all he knows, much of what has “been 
written is already under study, has been 
discussed and rightfully discarded, is 
planned and will be accomplished-in the 
near future. However, when majors and 
lieutenant colonels have a bull session and 
say, “If I were—,” this is what you get!)

No hearings on civil service employees bills are sched- 
uled as we go to press and the Post Office and Civil Service 


committees are not likely to 
until February. 

Meanwhile, a host of bills are 
dropping in the hopper to give 
salary raises to federal employees. 
Most of them, unsurprisingly, are 
from Congressmen who have big 
federal worker population in their 
districts. Despite the wage increase 
for steel] workers, which has en- 
couraged federal employee unions 
to expect a round of pay increases 
for all workers, the chances for 
a federal employee increase are 
still extremely slim.

ONE PROPOSAL that may get 
attention—by the appropriations 
committees—would set up a pay 
check deposit right for federal em- 
ployees. 

Instead of getting a check each 
payday, they could have their pay 
automatically deposited to their ac- 
counts at their bank. 

The attraction of the plan for 
the App. opriations group is ob- 
vious. It would save millions of 
dollars annually in decreased 
paperwork and check writing. 
The plan would, of course, be a 

great convenience for federal] em- 
ployees. Such a system is now in 
effect for military personne] and 
has worked well. 

As envisioned by the Appropria- 
tions committee the plan would 
also apply to retired employees and 
to others getting government 
checks, such as those drawing social 
security and veterans’ benefits. The 
direct deposit plan would put an 
end to thousands of mailbox rob- 
beries for these people.

The center’s disbursing officer 
issued a single check to a bank 
each pay period when enough 
employees requested that their 
checks be deposited. 

The Comptroller General of the 
U.S., Joseph Campbell, had other 
ideas, however. Late last month 
he ruled that the practice was il- 
legal. He told the center to stop 
it, and it did. It must now wait 
for action by Congress to re-adopt 
the program.

Birthright Loss Faces 
Many Infants O’seas 


WASHINGTON. — Most parents 
of the thousands of children born 
overseas into’ service families are 
not getting full proof of their 
babies’ U.S. citizenship. 

The incomplete documentation is 
partly a matter of not knowing the 
somewhat complicated rules and 
partly plain forgetfulness, service 
officials said this week. 

Most of the children won’t have 
trouble for a few years. But, when 
they have to produce proof of their 
US. citizenship to begin school, or 
later to enter service or take jobs, 
it may be embarrassing at best. 

The services are hoping the prob- 
lem will be eased considerably by 
bills now in Congress (S 2158 and 
a companion House measure). 
These would make it possible to get 
all the documents necessary at the 
time the family registers the new 
addition with the overseas con- 
sulate. Meanwhile, however, several 
steps are still necessary both (1) 
at the time and place of birth and 
(2) on return to the ZI.

BACK IN THE ZI, the Certificate 
of Citizenship from the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service can 
be obtained in one of three ways.

parent who was physically present 
in the U.S. for at least 10 years, 
five years of which were after he 
reached age 14 or (3) the alien 
parent is naturalized. 

The citizenship certificate costs

He served with the Seabees, con- 
struction branch of the Navy, 
during War II in the Pacific The- 
ater and saw action on many 
islands including Okinawa and 
Iwo Jima. He was discharged in 
April 1950. 

In January 1951, Smith joined 
the Marine Corps and, after a 
brief training period, was sent to 
Korea. While on an all-volun- 
teer assignment to repair an 
emergency landing strip at Yodo 
Island (north Korea _ sector), 
Smith saved the life of a Marine 
captain. The captain, pilot of a 
jet aircraft, sustained two broken 
legs when his plane crashed near 
Smith. Disregarding his own 
peril, Smith pulled the captain 
from the cockpit and carried him 
through the flames to safety only 
moments before the plane ex- 
ploded.. For this act of heroism 
Smith was awarded the Bronze 
Star Medal with V clasp.

ie is easy to assume that U.S.-Canadian relations 
during World War II were smocth and easy. 
For years the two countries had got along with 
little friction, there were a common language, 
similar cultures and no military fortifications. 

By and large, the two coun- 
tries cooperated with little trou- 
ble during the war. But there 
were disputes and points of 
friction, and they are fully de- 
scribed in this study of part- 
nership in wartime, 

One of the problems between 
the two countries was the re- 
markable ignorance of Ameri- 
cans on the subject of Canada.

DZIUBAN 
tively weak Canada. Then there were legal prob- 
lems—customs, taxes, the status of Americans on 
Canadian soil. And there were cases of tactless 
U.S. officers who bordered on the insulting.

CANADA, whose forces fought a big war, had 
roblems that Americans seldom considered. If 
ritain were to fall, Canada would be unable to 

defend itself, since it had sent its Army divisions 
to Britain earlier. Its munitions industry was not 
big enough, and there was a possibility that Can- 
ada might have to support two governments—its 
own and the British. Canadian soldiers also didn’t 
like the idea of receiving less pay than their Ameri- 
can counterparts, even when they were in such 
joint units as the First Special Service Force. 

Overall, the record of relations between the two 

nations was excellent. The highway to Alaska was 
built through Canada, huge construction projects 
were completed and used, Canadian ships and 
lanes protected U.S. convoys. And, at the end, 
oth nations came out of the war as good friends.

Well, it 
hasn’t been lifted. I just had a 
perfect makeup. I use Ann 
Sothern’s man, Gene Hibbs. 
He’s simply marvelous.” 

Hedda loaned Hibbs to Marion 
Davies, whose session with Hedda 
was pre-taped at the Davies man- 
sion. Marion was so thrilled 
with the wonders wrought that 


she went out that evening for 


the first time in months. 

Even a make-up man couldn’t 
lure Mae West, however, “I’ve 
let myself get too fat,” she told 
Hedda, who told her to wear a 
lot of furs and nobody would 
know the difference. But Mae 
demurred. 

Joan Crawford was scheduled 
to appear via tape from New 
York, but a jurisdictional union 
dispute fouled that up. Bette 
Davis called Hedda and begged 
off because she had “a towering 
cold.” Mickey Rooney reported 
he wasn’t feeling well, but some 
ill-wisher informed Hedda that 
Mickey never misses opening day 
at Santa Anita race track, the 
same day as his tape session. 

In spite of these defectors, 
Hedda still had an impressive 
lineup for her Sunday night TV 
bash. Among those paying court

I AM CONVINCED that one 
reason ABC’s “The Untouch- 
ables” has built a following of 
loyal fans lies in its hero, Eliot 
Ness.

FORT BENNING, Ga.—“The Army’s sym- 
bol is man—who doesn’t fly, float or fission,” 
said Maj. Gen. Paul Lamar Freeman Jr. on a 
recent occasion, and as commander of the Infantry 
Center here he could have added that its mission was 
to turn out the best possible “symbols” as fighting men. 

He learned about the Army’s need for such men 
in China and the Philippines during World War II 

. and later in Korea, There 
he led the 23d Infantry, 2d 
Division, and an attached 
French battalion in the heroic 
: stand at Chipyong-Ni where it 
withstood five Chinese divi- 
sions for three days, complete- 
: ly cut off from and 20 miles 
in front of friendly forces. 
: Wounded on the first day, he 
later was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Cross. The 
23d RCT received the Dis- 
tinguished Unit Citation. 

s: Just now, youre, the 

Infantry Center is casting 
MAJ. GEN. FREEMAN about for more room in which 
to school its students and troops in the techniques of 
modern warfare. Even on the post’s 182,551 acres — 
an area only slightly smaller than that of New York 
City — there is a limit to the range space available 
for tanks and big caliber guns to maneuver unless ex- 
treme safety precautions are taken, such as depressing 
barrels to fire down into opposite slopes. 

But after 41 years of expansion to meet refine- 
ments in teaching, the school curriculum has grown to 
the point where there is a pressing need for much 
more classroom space. Many classes still meet in ware- 
houses and other structures scattered about the post, 
at the cost of a certain amount of cohesion. 

Plans for a new main academic building have been 
drawn up, but it is still uncertain when and if work 
on it will begin. The present Infantry School building, 
in the opinion of Brig. Gen. Chester A. Dahlen, assistant 
commandant, USAIS, is hardly in consonance with the 
center’s worldwide reputation as the fountainhead of 
infantry doctrine. 

The resident courses alone at the school number 
24, ranging in length from three to 34 weeks. Their 
student capacity runs from 30 to 210 each and when 
Army Times visited Benning about 2700 students were 
receiving instruction, At the instructors’ disposal for 
this purpose were just 76 classrooms, as the school is 
now organized. 

In addition, space must be provided for the opera- 
tion of extension courses given National Guard and 
Reserve officers and in support of the ROTC program, 
the Guard State Officer Candidate courses, the USAR 
Infantry Schoot and Reserve training programs. 

Under supervision of the school commandant are 
the various instructional departments: Airborne-Air 
Mobility, Ground Mobility, Communications, Ranger, 
Special Subjects and Command and Staff. 

a * ™ 






AN IDEA of the activity of the school may be 
gained with the knowledge that 3000 separate types of 
documents are published yearly on the post to a total 
of 4% million. Its instructional staff uses 600 sets of 
bleachers for outdoor classes, and these have to be 
moved about from site to site because at least another 
600 are needed. In the Weapons Pool are 2300 separate 
items of equipment and an average of 16% million 
rounds of ammunition will be fired in the course of a 
year’s instruction. 

An adjanct to the 2d Infantry Division’s training 
program here is the Noncommissioned Officers Academy 
where Capt. Jesse W. Bewley heads a staff of five of- 
ficers and 40 men in running 60 students at a time 
through two courses. (They can handle 120 students.) 
Privates and corporals take the NCO Candidate course 
and sergeants and up take the NCO Refresher. 

In place of the latter, Army Times asked Capt. 
Bewley, would it not be better to institute a series of 
courses for NCOs as they advanced in rank and ex- 
perience? Complaints were cited that the refresher 
courses were repetitious and fruitless. 

“Applied on a higher level,” he said, “graduated 
courses might very well prove beneficial. But on the 
division level, as here, they would not. We're inter- 
ested mainly in developing leadership qualities and in 
instilling the recognition and willingness to assume re- 
sponsibility.” 

All units on post send men to the academy and 
others come from Forts Rucker and McClellan, Ala., 
and Fort McPherson, Ga.

THE EXTREMELY varied curriculum of the In- 
fantry School poses a variety of problems for students 
reporting there for instruction. A student taking the 
advanced course, for example, can expect about half 
of of his classes to take place outdoors and should 
budget his work uniforms accordingly. If he taking a 
refresher course, he will not need fatigues.

THE AIRBORNE SCHOOL 





It's Much More 


HE DRY language of the “Guide for Students,” issued 
here, describes the purpose of the basic airborne 
course at Fort Benning as designed “to instruct and 
train volunteers as qualified airborne personnel capable 
of utilizing the parachute as a means of transportation.” 

’Taint so. 

Or at least Col. W. E. Harrison, director of the Air- 
borne-Air Mobility Department of the Infantry School, 
, .. Puts it more precisely. 

A veteran of four combat 
jumps himself, he told Army 
* Times emphatically: “We don’t 
merely train men to jump out 
of planes and ride a parachute 
to the ground. It’s not a na- 
tural thing to jump out of a 
plane, but all the same it’s not 
enough. What we do try to 
do is condition them to fight 
after they hit the ground. If 
they can’t do that, they’re 
nothing.” 
mo That’s why all hands move 
about the airborne training 
COL. HARRISON area on the double. That’s why 
the physical fitness test for entrance to the Airborne 
School is even tougher than that for Ranger School. (Air- 
borne minimums are four pull-ups, 36 squat jumps, 22 
push-ups, 34 sit-ups, and endurance run. For Ranger: 
three pull-ups, 20 squat jumps, 15 push-ups, 25 sit-ups, 
a 300-yard run in 61 seconds). 

From the time he starts out on the jump boards, 
two feet off the ground, to his fifth and final jump from 
an airplane, the airborne student is working all of his

muscles. By the time the wings are pinned on him, he 
is probably as well-conditioned and well-coordinated as 
any soldier in the world. 

All of this in three weeks. 


When he begins the course, the enlisted student may 
join a number of officers and noncoms — ranging in 
rank from major general to E-5 — who have already had 
a week of instruction in the techniques of air transport- 
ability and aerial delivery. From then on, the class con- 
tinues together. 

From the two-foot and four-foot boards, where the 
students learn how to land and roll, the instruction pro- 
gresses to the standing plane door mock-up, to the 34-foot 
= to the 250-foot tower, and to the flying aircraft it- 
self. , 


The crucial point is reached at the smaller tower, 
out of which the student jumps in a parachute harness 
attached to a cable descending to the ground. He him- 
self drops only eight feet before being caught up by 
the cable. 

“But,” said Col. Harrison, “ a man who freezes in the 
door on that one almost never completes the course. He 
washes out.” 

Between times, the students in hanging harnesses 
learn how to “slip” a ‘chute in any direction during a 
descent. Using a wind machine, they practice quick re- 
coveries from a flat-on-the-back position after landing in 
a high wind. An adjunct of the airborne course is a path- 
finder course in which picked men are trained in ground- 
to-air communications. 

A few hardy souls ‘have been known to go from OCS 
at Benning right into consecutive courses at the Airborne 
and Ranger Departments. After watching all three oper- 
ations, an observer has to conclude that anyone who can .

THE RANGER SCHOOL 





Mission: Combat Conditioning 


A RUGGED character named Col. John T. Corley had 

roused Army Times out of bed at four in-the morn- 
ing and now in the chill darkness, miles away from the— 
warm comfort of the mess, they both stood in the com- 
pany. strest of the Ranger Depértment. 


Around them in the 
shadows came jeers and in- 
sulting. remarks from other 
hulking forms, These were 
members of a “senior” class 
page already gone through 7 a 
the five-mile run and the jun- ~ in 
gle training phase and that COL. CORLEY 
day were scheduled to leave for the Mountain Ranger 
Camp, 217 miles north of Benning. 

The “juniors” paid no attention to the others. Under 
their T-shirted enlisted and officer instructors, they 
started to move to a nearby field for limbering-up ex; 
ercises. 

, “This is their last run here,” said Col. Corley. 
“They've already done 1%, two, 2%, three, 3’, four 
miles, Should be no problem.” 

It was apparent that for Corley, one of the most 
highly decorated men in the Army today — two Dis- 
tinguished Service Crosses, eight Silver Stars, Soldier’s 
Medal, among others — few things presented problems. 

The Ranger Department director, who after 45 
years retains the brogue that is bred in the environs of 
Borough Hall, Brooklyn, led the way to a staff car. 
The first platoon was moving out; a shortcut would take 
observers to a vantage place two miles along the road 
of march.

THE SKY WAS lightening as the first group 
appeared around a bend in the road, preceded by a 
chant. They were still pretty well bunched in platoon 
formation, after two miles, and they rocked past, tak- 
ing 193 paces to the minute, repéating some three- 
syllable ‘gibberish shouted in cadence by the head in- 
structor. 

Wouldn’t it be wise to conserve their breath? Col. 
Corley was asked. 

“It’s good for them,” was the reply. “They prefer 
it that way. Properly done, it helps them move to- 
gether, in stride, That brings them in to the finish 
line in a bunch, and that’s what we aim for. We're 
not looking for a time performance. And it keeps 
their minds off the actual running.” 

This was confirmed later in the messhall by Lts. 
William E. Oakes, Robert A. Turner and Roger A. Quinn, 
who had just finished the run, 

“It’s all done on the exhale,” said Oakes who, with 
Quinn, planned to go on to airborne training after 
finishing the nine-week Ranger course.

Re-Enlistment Rate 
Up At Benning 


The Fort Benning re-enlistment rate for the final 
three months of 1959 shows a sharp ificrease over the 
same period last year, according to MSgt. Roy W. Wagle, 
career counselor for the Infantry Center. 

October recorded a 22 percent better record than 
the same month last year. November results were 17 
percent over 1958 and were the highest in the Third 
Army area. 

“We are not only keeping more enlisted men, but 
we are keeping better enlisted men,” MSgt. Wagle said.

missioned officers of the combat arms now are required 
to take one of these courses or qualify as an Army 
pilot. Many take two or more. Lt. Turner, who was 
having trouble filling up on French toast and fried eggs,

THE MISSION of the Ranger Department at Ben- 
ning is not, of course, to develop in a soldier the stamina 
to run five miles, Neither is it of first importance that 
he be taught hand-to-hand combat and cliff-scaling 


techniques, though these are part of the work here. On - 


the other hand, the fact that a man can score more 
than 225 points on the Army Physical Fitness Test — 
the minimum required of Rangers — is no assurance 
that he will graduate and win his Ranger shoulder tab. 

All of these things are good “conditioners” cal- 
culated to put the student in shape to withstand the 
rough living that lies ahead of him in Ranger train- 
ing. But it will take more than physical prowess to 
get a man successfully through the course. That 
2100 of 7400 students have failed the course since 
January 1952 speaks for its toughness, 

What is the prime purpose of the Ranger program? 
Here’s what they tell incoming students: 

“Combat conditioning — which means development 
of an individual’s confidence in his physical and mental 
ability to organize, plan and execute all principles of 
leadership and tactics in changing situations and on 
varied terrain . . . With its tactical know-how, self-con- 
fidence, self-reliance and self-discipline, with its in- 
sight of self and fellowman and its knowledge of ex- 
treme physical and mental limits, the Ranger course 
is an unmistakeable form of insurance for the future.”

THE RANGER course is said to provide the physi- 
cal and mental stresses of two or three battle cam- 
paigns. To make certain that the student Ranger gets 
the- worst that extremes of terrain and weather can 
furnish, three camps have been set up. 

At Benning, a class get two weeks of conditioning 
and field training, including a nine-mile compass course. 
Then it moves 242 miles southward to the Florida 
Ranger Camp. There, on 190,000 acres of swamp, sand 
dunes and offshore islands, day and night are devoted 
to patrolling exercises. Aggressor troops and “‘parti- 
sans” lurk in the scrub oak and grass savannahs. So 
do snakes, but the students’ rations have been so lim- 
ited that reptiles and other fauna are looked upon as 
food, rather than enemies, 

Each patrol is accompanied by a Ranger-qualified 
instructor but the student who is named patrol leader 
is in complete control. Only in instances of potential 
error or danger does the instructor suggest that other 
means be found to accomplish the mission.

IN FLORIDA — as at the Benning and Mountain 
Ranger Camp in north Georgia — the entire “cam- 
paign” is operated on a combat basis. Students are 
quartered in a rear area camp. Then they pass through 
normal units that make up the “friendly forces,” in- 
filtrate Aggressor lines and then destroy the enemy’s 
critical front line points of operation. They are also 
used in “behind enemy lines” work involving a 100-mile 
waterborne raid. 

After a day’s rest at Benning, the students move 
to thé Chattahoochee National Forest and learn to sur- 
vive in mountain terrain. The last operation there is a 
combat patrol over lakes, cliffs and rushing streams, 
often taking three days and night. 

In both camps outside Benning special confidence 
tests have been built. The Florida “Rope Drop” con- 
sists of walking-a log trestle 35 feet above water, mon- 
key-climbing a rope and then — on order — dropping 
40 feet into the water below. In the mountain camp 
there is a “Death Slide.” The student climbs a sway- 
ing rope ladder to a platform 85 feet up in a treetop. 
The tree is on the edge of a lake and has a steel cable 
extending down across the lake for 200 yards where 
it is anchored 10 feet above the water. Upon reaching 
the platfom, the student hooks a cable block to the 
cable and rides it down. On signal, he lets go and drops 
into the water.

THE 2D DIVISION 





Still Performing 
‘Second to None’ 


HE 2d Infantry Division, which won fame as 

a fighting unit in three major wars, today 

is reduced in size and delegated to a training 

mission—but it is still performing “Second to 
None,” 

The Indianhead outfit, whose men earned 18 Medals 

of Honor in the Korean fighting, supports the Infantry 


Center and School at Fort Benning b pooling about 
200 men daily for field exer- : 
cises and classes. But its main 
role is to conduct replacement 
or packet training. 

As a training unit, it is un- 
der the direct control of Third 
Army headquarters. But Maj. 
Gen. Robert H. Wienecke, CG, 
is also expected to keep it in #4 
a state of complete operational 
readiness as a fighting force. 
To do that, he is allowed to 
have on hand 97 percent of 
his organizational equipment, 
yey oes of r i.

On the other hand, 6600 enlisted spaces in the lower 
grades have been deleted from the division’s table of 
organization and equipment to allow room for that 
many trainees. That leaves about a 7000-man cadre to 
put the recruits through their paces. Since it arrived 
at Benning from Germany, the 2d has trained about 
27,000 men. At any one time, three-fourths of them will 
be taking basic, the rest advanced individual training 
after spending eight weeks at a training center. 

* + + 

BORN OF WAR in 1917, the 2d Division was one of 
the most decorated units to emerge from that conflict, 
received many citations from the U.S. and its allies for 
its work in War II, and won a Presidential citation for its 
participation in all the Korea campaigns. 

Taking basic training with the 2d seems to give the 
average recruit a sense of “belonging” that he would not 
necessarily feel at a regular training center. Many let- 
ters of praise come in from receiving units overseas. 
“The packets have arrived,” said Col. Keith M. Schede- 
man, CO of the 15th Infantry at Bamberg, Germany, in a 
letter to Col. James L. Osgara, CO of the 9th Infantry, 
“and I am happy to report both the officers and NCOs are 
unanimous in their praise of the state of training of the 
young soldiers you transferred to us . . . Now that we 
have conducted some field training we know that their 
tactical and technical training equals their high state of 
disciplinary training.” 

Sound training apparently carries over into a sound 
relationship between post and community. At any rate, 
when the 2d Division held its last Organization Day, 
15,000 people from Columbus and Phenix City jammed 
Benning’s Wetherby Field to witness a two-hour show 
staged by the division. Besides an aerial circus, divi- 
sion review, and a drill team exhibition, the crowd was 
treated to coffee, cake and soft drinks while they milled 
about the sector of the field featuring displays of infantry 
weapons and equipment.

THOUSANDS of civilians jam the cities’ streets every 
time the division stages a parade — and they’re not there 
only to see Specialist George L. Hunt, a Comanche, in 
full regalia, make the division “Indianhead” patch come 
alive. 

Every week some elements of the outfit are pre- 
sented on locally-produced television programs. Fre- 
quently, soldiers join civilians in programs supporting 
joint activities. During the Christmas holidays, men of 
the division are in almost constant demand for television 
and radio programs, as speakers at church and social 
gatherings, and as subjects for special features by local 
newspapers. Each year, the band and chorus, under the 
baton of CWO Mariano Morales, present Easter and 
Christmas festivals of music over radio and television. 

As a local newspaperman put it: “The ‘GI’ and ‘civvy’ 
here are no longer special breeds that go their separate 
ways.” 








Should ‘Foxhole’ Be 
‘Fighting Hole‘? 


There is a definite move afoot at Benning — at 
least within the Combat Developments Office of the 
Infantry School — to discourage the term “foxhole” 
and substitute something like “fighting hole.” 

The idea is that a foxhole is a refuge from which 
a fox is seldom seen to emerge — which is hardly in 
aceord with good infantry practice.

Richard Avedon’s “Observations” 
(New York: Simon and Schuster. 
$15), for which Truman Capote 
has written some biting com- 
mentary to match the photog- 
rapher‘s candid portrayals, is an 
extraordinarily handsome  vol- 
ume, 

The opposite of Karsh in ap- 
proach, his portraits are almost 
caricatures rather than evocations 
of personality and character, Pay- 
ing little attention to techniques, 
even in the matters of focus and 
correct exposure, his pictures are 
quick impressions of aspects of 
the subject’s personality, never 
flattering, but attempts to dig be- 
low the facade of the normal “like- 
ness.” 

Emil Schulthess’ “Africa” (New 
York: Simon and Schuster. $20) 
is a big book of about 260 pictures, 
in color and black-and-white, the 
record of a 10 months’ journey 
across Africa from the Mediter- 
ranean to the Cape of Good Hope. 
He used mostly Leica M3 cameras 
and accessory lenses, photograph- 
ing both the life and the scenery 
he encountered. 

Characteristics of these beautiful 
reproductions are the rich textures, 
almost magical tonalities, the deep- 
ly saturated, frequently unfamiliar 
colors. His photographs of the 
moon setting and similar phenom- 
ena are triumphs of technical vir- 
tuosity. Brief captions, some of 
them technical, cover the details. 
There is little other text; one wish- 
es there were more, to describe 
the photographer’s experiences and 
observations on his long and excit- 
ing journey. 

Aaron Siskind’s “Photographs” 
(New York: Horizon Press. 
$12.50) are the camera equiva- 
lent of the modern abstract 
painting. There is, however, the 
tantalizing difference that the 
photograph, being by its nature 
an image of something actual, 
intrigues the observer to guess 
at its identity, whereas the paint- 
ing is accepted for its face value. 
This frequently leads, in Sis- 
kind’s pictures of paint peelings, 


and tear, to surprising resem- 
blances to faces, figures, objects. 
Abstraction, however, remains the 
main goal. 4 
Apparently prepared as a gesture 
of appreciation and esteem for the 
late Werner Bischof, who died in 
a road accident a few years ago, 
“The World ‘of Werner Bischof: 
A Photographer’s Odyssey” (New 
Yerk: E. P. Dutton and Co. $7.95) 
is an attempt at a representative 
selection. The 74 photographs, in 
black-and-white and in color, show 
mainly life and incident as Bischof 
saw them through his camera in 
India, Indochina, Hong Kong, 
Korea, Japan, Mexico, Peru and 
New York. 

People interested him more than 
anything else as subjects, but he 
never overlooked opportunities to 
present situations in  excitingly 
dramatic ways. These often found 
their best expression in his color 
shots.

| Obtaining 
Becoming Easier Job 


WASHINGTON — Governments 
are snipping away the red tape 
that long has snarled man’s right 
to travel. ‘ 

Passports are becoming easier to 
get, and some countries have made 
them unnecessary in certain cir- 
cumstances, the National Geo- 
graphic Society. says. 

Citizens of Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden, Finland, and Iceland now 
travel freely to one another’s coun- 
tries without passports. Belgium, 
thé Netherlands, and Luxembourg 
have arranged a similar system. So 
have such traditional enemies as 
France and Germany, as well as 
Greece and Turkey. Americans 
need only a travel card to enter 
many Latin-American countries. 

Little by little the world seems 
to be moving toward the ideal en- 
visioned by the late British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin, who looked 
toward the day when he could 
“go down to Victoria Station, get 
a railway ticket and go where | like | 
without a passport or anything.” | 

Curiously, such a world existed |

ment of some kind was recognized. 

The prophet Nehemiah recalled 
that he asked King Artaxerxes for 
“letters . . . to the governors -be- 
yond the river, that they may con- 
vey me over. till I come into Judah” 
(Nehemiah ii:7). Roman messeng- 
ers carried special papers that en- 
titled them to public horses, travel- 
ing facilities, and protection. 

The modern.compulsory passport 
system did not develop until the 
16th century. It was designed 
mainly to deter the hordes of men- 
dicants and vagrants who had be- 
come a menace to safe traevl. The 
German states also wanted to keep 
citizens from escaping their mili- 
tary service. 

The French constitution of 1791 
proclaimed freedom of transit as 
an inalienable right of man, but 
this liberal provision was set aside 
a year later because of political 
emigration, desertion by soldiers, 
and acts of brigandage. 

The idea that the state should 
not hinder freedom of travel grew 
in the more enlightened atmos- 
phere of the 19th century. By 1914 
almost all countries had abolished 
the compulsory passport system. 
At that time, the United States had 
never required passports, except 
during the Civil War 

But in the confusion of World 
War I, the compulsory passport re- 
turned, and regulations became 
stricter than ever before. Even the 
peace of Versailles did not end the 
compulsory passport.

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Archaeology in City of Uxmal 
Highlights Yucatan Jungle Tr 


F you never have walked in the 

paths of antiquity, try Uxmal. 

A scant 50 miles west of Merida, 
deep in the boundless green of Mex- 
ico’s Yucatan jungle, Uxmal, once 
the magnificent religious center of 
the Maya, is a city of the dead. 

Yet, paradoxically, if you ven- 
ture through the guano into the | 
dank, mysterious chambers of its 
time-defying temples and stand si- 
lently you seem to hear, above the 
whirring wings of bats, the spectral 
voices of its long-gone masters cry- 
ing out for its rebirth. 


IT TAKES imagination. But the 





ingredients for fantasy are there. | 


There is something about the crum- | 
bling, yet massive ruins that for a/| 


fleeting moment projects one back 
more than a thousand years to the 
time when this ancient civilization 
flourished. 

While the mysterious Maya is| 
believed to have appeared in Cen- | 


tral America and Mexico as early | 
as 3483 B.C., archaeologists say Ux- | 

mal was built between 987 and 1007 | 
A.D. by the Maya lord, Ah Zuitok | 
Tututl Xiu, whose descendants still | 

live in the area 


| 

Presumably the city flourished | 
for about five centuries, from near | 
the end of the First Empire, when | 
its people migrated north from| 
Guatemala and Honduras. Subse- | 
quently its culture disappeared and | 
the population dispersed, leaving | 
behind little from which archaeolo- | 
gists could learn of them except | 
some 50 abandoned stone cities scat- | 
tered through the jungle. 


The trip to Uxmal is from Mer- | 
ida, one of the largest cities in | 
Mexico, which is served by Pan | 
American World Airways. It is an | 
easy one-day jaunt by automobile | 
over good roads that stretch| 
through quaint Indian villages and | 
farms. Native houses are small,| 
oval buildings constructed of pal | 
ings, plastered with mud and with 
thatched roofs. Every village has 
a church, built by the Spanish con- | 
querors, with an eye to a defensive | 
fort as well as a place of worship. 

The hour-and-a-half drive from | 
Merida is interesting and sometimes | 
exciting. The route winds through 
a never-ending sea of wild but or- 
dered growth, mostly henequen that 
yields the sisal fibers from which | 
rope and other products are made 
by the natives. 

Along the way herds of cattle | 
and small native horses, of the} 
Palomino type, graze contentedly, | 
frequently forcing the driver to 
stops and chase them off the road 
before he can proceed. Now and| 
then a truculent bull, with de 
lusions of grandeur, imagining him- 
self in a Mexico City Plaza de Toros, | 
challenges his tormentor, who

| (HE “HOLSEHOLD goods hauling hassle” took on the shape of a 
hot battle this week when the movers, who annually transport 
about 644,100 shipments of uncrated household goods for military and 
civilian families, met with top members of the Department of Defense 
to talk about the department’s new directive on the subject of trans- 
portation. 
The directive was designed to give servicemen more say-so about 
who will haul their household goods on a PCS move. It goes into effect 
on 8 March, and will do away with the rotation system under which 
the transportation officers simply assign the next mover on the roster 
to handle a serviceman’s move. Under this new directive, a family 
that has found a certain moving company gives unsatisfactory service 
(based on previous experience with that company) may ask that another 
company be assigned to handle the job. 

Although this sounds fair to most, a number of “independent” 
movers are objecting violently and shouting “foul.” About 2000 
of them have joined forces to form “The Movers Committee for 
Equitable Distribution of Government Traffic.” They are afraid 
the “Big Four” — Allied Van Lines, United Van Lines, North 
American Van Lines and Mayflower Transit Company — will 
wield so much advertising power that their small businesses will 
not be able to compete. 

At the meeting, for which the 275-seat theater conference room in 
the Pentagon was packed, Defense Department director of Transpor- 
tation Policy Gayton E. Germane explained that “the directive’s em- 
phasis is on raising the standard of service” and that this will be used 
as “the stick” to fulfill the obligation to military families. 

Gen. I. Sewell Morris, director of the Military Traffic Management 
Agency, said, “What we want is to get a buck’s worth of service for 
every buck spent.” 

Under the new system, qualified carriers will have records showing 
the quality of the service they give on file at each shipping installation. 
These records will be made available to owners when they want to 
se them before arranging for a move. It is the belief of the Department 
of Defense that: with this emphasis on service, small and medium-sized 
carriers who provide top quality service at competitive rates may receive 
even more business than in the past. 

Members of The Movers Committee for Equitable Distribution of 
Government Traffic say this is not so. And as a result of the battling 
that has been going on between the DOD and the independent movers 
for a couple of weeks, Sen. George Smathers (D., Fla.) said his sub- 
committee on surface transportation of the Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce committee was looking into the directive. He said there 
might be public hearings. Other congressmen, including Sen. Richard 
Russell (D., Ga.), chairman of the Senate Armed Service committee, 
have gotten into the act, too. 

And that’s not all. Now service wives, who have definite ideas 
about how their household goods should be handled, are beginning 
to voice their opinions. The following letter is reprinted in the 
hope that other wives will express their feelings in this matter: 

“Dear Mrs. Arndt: Read with interest and mounting dismay of the 
interest of Senators Smathers and Russell in the recent Department of 
Defense directive re: option for families on choice of packer. 

“Realizing that the various trucking interests are hoping to ‘down- 
shout’ the department on this matter, I wonder if through your column 
a write-in campaign might be organized to inform the senators of the 
trials and tribulations of those most vitally concerned in this argument— 
the service families. 

“Couldn’t you suggest to post women’s clubs through your col- 
umn that the individual members be encouraged to take pen in hand 
and inform these men by virtue of personal experience of the rea- 
sonableness of this directive? 

“Each woman could relate disagreeable or favorable experiences, 
delays in shipment, improper handling, etc., that makes dealing with the 
fly-by-night operators that prey on moving contracts, so onerous. 

“I, for one, am writing these gentlemen today. I hope others will 
join me. This is the only ‘lobby’ we have. Let’s make use of the mails!

| Coffee Break

ON THE day I planned to give our five-year-old daughter a home 

permanent, she fell and cut her head on a cement block in the 
backyard! It only required a couple of stitches . , . but her hair is 
still straight! 

Then, on the day I finally got around to giving myself a home 
permanent, I couldn’t find the curlers anywhere . . . I spilled some of 
the lotion ... and more people called me on the telephone than had 
during'the previous two weeks! 


@ Just discovered that you can spray-paint candles ~.. I did 
some with gold paint that exactly matches the brass candlesticks I 
brought back from Japan, They really look different and come in 
handy for special occasions. So, it might be worth a try if you'd like 
some unusual color or shade that you can’t find in the local stores. 

And the same holds true for lampshades . . . almost any light 
colored or white shade will take a coat of spray paint. Just be sure 
to apply it evenly and very lightly. 

(Probably everyone knows that a brightly spray-painted foot-locker 
makes a good play table for the children’s bedroom, playroom or patio!) 


® It is rather a pity that all the good holiday parties are tele- 
scoped into a few short weeks in December . . . instead of being spaced 
evenly throughout the entire year- Why not give a neighborhood 
“coffee break” that’s just a little more fancy than a cup of coffee at 
the kitchen table? 

I don’t mean it’s necessary to polish the silver service, but use 
pretty paper napkins and serve a juice, such as apricot nectar or V-8, 
biscuit balls and coffee. Here's an easy way to make bacon biscuit 
balls, sure to cheer up anyone on a gray winter morning! 

Fry one pound of bacon until crisp, Snip into small pieces and 
combine with 4 tablespoons chopped green pepper and three table- 
spoons finely chopped mushrooms. Add this mixture and % teaspoon 
dry mustard to your favorite biscuit recipe or biscuit mix. Drop by 
teaspoonfuls onto a greased cooky sheet. Bake in a hot (425 degrees) 
oven about eight minutes. Serve on colored picks, either plain or with 
a hot tomato sauce. 

Other ways to dress up biscuits and nice “go-withs”: 

To biscuit mix add: % cup grated sharp cheese’. . . serve with 
steak or hamburger patties; or % cup each finely chopped chives and 
dehydrated minced onion .. . serve with weiners and baked beans; 
or % cup finely chopped boiled or baked ham or Spam .. . nice 
with a baked cheese cassarole and green salad; or herbs (% teaspoon 
nutmeg, % teaspoon celery seed, % teaspoon dry sage and 2 teaspoons 
caraway seeds) ... serve with beef or veal stew; or, most unusual... 
emon, (1 teaspoon grated lemon rind annd 2 tablespoons lemon juice, 
added to % cup milk and used for milk in directions) . . . delicious 
with any crispy fried fish! 


® Try using the Sunday comics instead of a place mat on the 
tray for a child confined to bed, to cheer him up .. . and perhaps a 
new, small comic (cartoon type) book at the side to read when he 
finishes the meal! (Whether that is “bribery” or “reward,” I’m still 
not quite sure!!) 


® Finally found the perfect cover-up (I’m just a great cover- 
upper!!) for those big fuse boxes, or control switch panels, found in 
so many Army quarters. One of those big calendar tuwels, that come 
with a rod and cord for hanging, will just about cover it...and add 
some color besides!

Students taking the Infantry Officer Leader Course 
need not report in uniform, but they can expect to wear 
work and field uniforms almost without exception, 
and it’s recommended that they acquire most of their 
uniforms at Benning in order to comply with local 
regulations. i 

Noncommissioned officer and specialist students 
will wear fatigues throughout their courses, but will 
_need a set of Class A’s for graduation. Officer candi- 
dates should bring at least 10 pairs of fatigues to main- 
tain OC standards of dress and will also need $50 to buy 
other required uniforms and~-equipment. No civilian 
clothes for them, either. , : 

The school is run on the honor system and a man’s 
name or code number signed to an examination paper 
means that it’s his work alone. The senior officer 
taking a course is usually named the class commander 
and he appoints others to class posts by seniority. This 
will differ with the IOLC students and officer candi- 
dates, among whom the top posts are rotated for in- 
structional purposes. a 

Enlisted students do not pull KP, guard, CQ, etc., 
while actively pursuing a course of instruction, but 
they are expeeted to police their barracks and areas. 

Army Times asked Gen. Dahlen whether many of- 
ficers flunked one or another of the courses over a 
year’s period, which might be considered an uncom- 
mon thing in view of their backgrounds. 

“Not many,” was the reply, “but unfortunately 
some do. In practically every case, though, it’s a 
matter of lack of application. The background is there, 
to be used. Some don’t bother to use it.”

FOR THE STUDENT officer arriving without de- 
pendents, housing is a simple matter: he is billeted 


by the unit to which attached or assigned. If he wants 
to live in one of the 20 BOQs accommodating 486 of- 
ficers, he gets a rocm during his processing. Rooms 
for the IOLC (basic course) students are arranged by. 


cadre commanders. 

It takes a PCS to rate assignment to quarters on 
post for men with families, but a TDY of more than 
three months may make a man eligible for an apart- 
ment in Battle Parks Homes, a project near the Main 
Post. 

On-post government family quarters consist of 
149) units for officers, of which 1471 are of permanent 
construction and 1465 enlisted quarters, of which 1364 
are of permanent construction. Three hundred and 
fifty of the enlisted quarters are located on a reserva- 
tion five miles from Benning. All quarters are assigned 
according to rank and date of rank to permanently as- 
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signed personnel who have reported for duty. Total 






quarters, 2956. 


The apartments are four-family ‘units for officers 
and eight-family-units for enlisted persons. There are 
also single units -for both officer and énlisted people 
and duplexes for officers 

Permanent construction is of ranch style 
two and three-bedroom apartments, of three-bedroom 
duplexes, and’ of three-bedroom ‘houses for officers. Ad- 
ditional officers’ quarters are of permanent. construc- 
tion *and consist of two-floor three-bedroom duplexes, 
four-family three-bedroom apartment units in two-story 
buildings, and two-floor three and four-bedroom houses. 

The permanent quarters for enlisted personnel are 
two-floor two and three-bedroom apartments in multi- 
ple family units and one-floor three-bedroom houses. 
Condition is generally good in both officer and enlisted 
housing, the newer Capehart housing being particular- 
ly favorable. 

Housing of the older type construction is more spa- 
cious than the newer apartments and duplexes of the 
ranch type, or of the Capehart housing, since the more 
traditional housing contains more storage space. Rooms 
are large in the older quarters and average in the Cape- 
hart and MUA housing. Grounds are well-kept and of 
large to adequate size in all housing areas. 

Off-post rental costs run as follows: 

1 bedroom unfurnished apartments $40 to $55. 

1 bedroom furnished apartments $50 to $110. 

2 bedroom unfurnished apartments and houses 
$61 to $125.

They Work Hard to ‘Turn Blue’ 


Fort Benning’s Infantry officer candidates live for the 

day they can “turn blue.” On that day, those- who 
have survived to the end of the 18th week of the course 
are issued helmet liners painted a metallic blue. 

This marks them as “Senior Candidates” and con- 
sidered fairly sure—but not certain—bets to get through 
the remaining five weeks of OCS. As seniors, the “Plebes” 
and “Intermediates” of the school accord them the 
courtesies due officers. They are also allowed to smoke 
in the battalion area, need no longer double-time and 
can discontinue forming up for mess. 

Another innovation which struck at least one OCS 
graduate of World War II vintage as being almost revo- 
lutionery was the treatment accorded wives of candi- 
dates. Many do bring their wives to the vicinity of 
3enning—rules dictate that the women live off the 
post—and from the fifth school week on can visit them 
at home.

IN ADDITION, under the leadership of the wife of 
Lt. Col, Millard O. Engen, CO of the 5th Student Bn. 
(OCS), other battalion officers’ wives have formed an 
Officer Candidate Wives’ Club. All OC wives are invited 
to attend meetings, mostly social in nature, where the 
officers’ wives offer general counsel on service customs, 
obligations and activities that lie ahead. 

Intermediate and senior candidates are also allowed 
to schedule parties at various places on post and a 
reception is generally held for candidates, families and 
friends on graduation day. 

“It’s just common sense to regard a man’s family 
as a real influence on his service careef,” said Col. 
Bernard G. Teeters, CO of the School Brigade which has 
general supervision over the OCS battalion. “If his 
wife and children decide they don’t like Army life, he 
is not going to be happy with it for very long.”

“It’s the challenge that I react to,” said Graham 
F. Molotor. With seven years of college work behind 
him, he had turned down an offer of a direct commis- 
sion to come to OCS. 

Ex-marine Sheldon Foland said, “When you get a 
commission after this course, I understand you’re 
marked. You get into a unit and start working at once 
on jobs not usually given to very junior officers. Senior 
officers seem to expect more from OCS men than from, 
say, men who get their bars after ROTC.”

AS THE ONLY course at the Infantry School that 
is primarily concerned with the development of leader- 
ship, the'OCS man takes a total of 1012 hours of instruc- 
tion. By the time he graduates, he is able te operate 
every infantry weapon found in a ‘battle group. Tacti- 
cally, he can handle a platoon in the field) or even a 
company. He's trained in the supporting arms and knows 
the staff duties of a battle group headquarters. 

A man who stands in the top 10 percent of his class 
at the end of the course appears before a final panel 
which determines whether he qualifies as a Distinguished 
Graduate, If so, and if he can meet the éducational 
requirements, he is offered a Regular commission. 
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The post's elementary schools include kindergarten 
hrough the eighth grade. Children attending Colum- 
bus high- schools are furnished bus service. There is 
also’ a furséry school on post, privately operated for 
children in the three-to-five year group. The fee‘is $10 
a month for one child, $18 for two in the same family. 

Here are other administrative facts. about. Benning. 

UNIFORMS. — The winter uniform is normally 
worn between 25 October and 31 March; the summer 
one from 1 April through 24 October. 

PX. — The Benning exchange has 45 branches, 
scattered throughout the reservation. ‘There is a uni- 
form shop adjacent to the Main Store with stocks of 
officers’ uniforms and accessories. The principal PX 
branch in the Sand Hill area carries the same items 
as the main exchange, except for women’s_and chit 
dren’s clothing. 

COMMISSARY. — There is a single commissary 
on this big rese: vation and it appears to be inadequate, 
When Afmy Times visited the post there were long

lines of people -stretching around the building’s ex- 


terior. 

BANKING. — The National Bank of Fort Benning 
often remains open late on payday evenings. Two Co- 
lumbus banks also have branches of} the post: Colum- 
bus Bank and Trust Co. and the First National. 

MAIN OFFICERS’ MESS. — All Army commis- 
sioned and warrant officers are considered to be mem- 
bers of the Main Officers’ Open Mess upon arrival. 
An officer may resign from the mess by writing the 
commanding general a letter, giving reasons for. doing 
so. If he uses the mess facilities after that, he'll be 
considered to have withdrawn his resignation. If as- 
signed fo the post for less than 30 days, an officer will 
Pay no dues. 

The Officers’ Club is one of the Army’s best, with 
anrexes throughout the post. In addition to the usual 
facilities, it operates a country club with a 27-hole golf 
course, a skeet club and branch canteens. A kennel 
is available to board pets of members. 

NCO MESSES. — The initiation fee here is $2; 
plus $1 a month dues. The Rocker Club is reserved 
for the first three grades. Annex #1 Clul is open ‘to 
the top three as well as Specialists4 and corporals. The 
Tanker Club and Victory Lodge Club in the Harmony 
Church area have the same membership requirements 
as Annex. #1.. 

z MEDICAL CARE. — In addition to four area troop 
dispensaries, Benning has on the Main Post the new 
Martin Army Hospital. This is a big, 500-bed structure: 


expandable to 1000 beds. Jt furnishes hospital. care~ 


for all military people and dependents at Benning and for 
fetired people living in and near Columbus. 


INFANTRY MAGAZINE; — The Infantry School. 


publishes a bi-monthly slick-paper. magazine, “Infantry,” 
especially designed forthe infantry man. It-claims to 


publish vital changes in infantry doctrine months be- . 


fore they appear in field manuals and circulars. Military 
people are invited to submit — and. get paid for — 
articles which will help infantrymen.in the field.

@ Popular New Mouthpiece 


FORT HOOD, Tex.—A new kind of custom-made mouth guard, 
providing almost 100 percent protection to the teeth, has been gaining 
in popularity among Fort Hood athletes. 





The light weight latex mouth 
guard is being constructed for box- 
ers and football players here by a 
Fort Hood dentist who worked with 
the inventor of the modified 
device. 

The dentist, Capt. Thomas D. 
O’Neil, Fort Hood Dental Det., 
initiated the guard’s use here short- 
ly after his arrival in the fall of 
1958. Increasing numbers of fovt- 
ball players have worn the ‘device 
and about 15 Hood boxers now use 
itin place of the old clumsier 
mouthpiece. 

The guard is made from a mix- 
ture of two-thirds rayon flock— 
material sometimes used for dec- 
orating Christmas trees—and one- 
third liquid latex. It is custom- 
made-—much like false teeth—by 
getting an elastic impression of the 
user’s teeth, casting a plaster of 
paris model, and painting three or 
four coats of the flock-latex mix- 
turé over the model. 

The result is a guard with “ath- 
letic appeal” —comfortable to wear. 

Athletes have been dissatisfied 
with mouth guards generally be- 
cause of the interference with 
normal breathing, talking, and 
drinking of water. 

Capt. O’Neil brought the guard 
design to Fort Hood from Ohio 
State University where he worked 
with Dr. William D. Heintz, the de- 
signer. 

In reporting on his device, Dr. 
Heintz said the basic problem was 
to find a mouth guard that would 
not just protect—most guards af- 
ford 100 percent protection—but 
one that athletes would wear. 

He said face and dental injuries 
comprise approximately 50 percent 
of football injuries. 

A survey of 13 Ohio high schools 
showed that 579 players using 
mouth guards incurred two in- 
juries. In Nassau County, N.Y., 304 
players without protection incurred 
29 injuries
